The legal voters in Town Meetings of the town of Mid- 
dlebury are hereby warned and notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on Tuesday, the first day of March, 1932, at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon to transact the following business, 
to wit: 


First. To elect a Moderator and Town Clerk. 


Second. To act upon the reports of the Town Officers 
submitted by the Auditors. 


Third. To see if the town will vote any money to main- 
tain the Public Library in co-operation with the Ladies’ Library 
Association. 


Fourth. To determine what sum of money shall be ap- 
propriated for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Fifth. To see if the town will vote any money for per- 
manent highways, to take advantage of the State Aid Law. 


Sixth. To see what action the voters will take with refer- 
ence to appropriating a sum of money to aid defraying the 
operating expense of Porter hospital for the current year. 


Seventh. To see what action the voters will ‘také with 
reference to exempting from taxation, in whole or in part, for 
a period not exceeding five years, the property owned by the 
Middlebury Hotel Corportion. 


Eighth. To vote a tax for the payment of outstanding 
orders of the town for the support of poor and State Tax, State 
School Tax, State Highway Tax and other obligations of the 
town. Also to vote a tax for schools in the town district and 
a tax for repairing the highways in the town. 


Ninth. To see if the town will vote whether or not the 
Selectmen shall be authorized and empowered to appoint one 
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or more Road Commissioners, the number to be determined by 
the town. 

Tenth. To elect the remaining Town Officers and a Town 
District School Director. 


Eleventh. To transact any other business proper to be done.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31st, 1932 


The total circulation of books and magazines for the year 
ending January 31st, 1932, was 23,559 of which 2,327 was at 
East Middlebury station. The daily average was 78. Of the 
book circulation 60% was fiction, 11% was non-fiction and 
29% was juvenile.
